APPOINT COMMITTEE 

One of the principal recommenda- 
tions in the report submitted by 
Ald. J. T. McCreath and Ald. A 
Gainer is that an unemployment 
committee of council be appointed 
to draft regulations pertaining to 
relief work. This would be a per- 
manent body, the duty of which 
would be to survey from time to 
time the varied uses of relief recipi- 
ents on such work as may be con- 
sidered essential. 

The majority report also exoner- 
ates H. F. McKee, manager of the 
special relief department, and the 
administration on the charges laid 
against this branch of the civic ser- 
vice by various unemployed orgen- 
izations. This portion of the report 
is worded as follows: “Summing up 
the evidence, the committee finds 
that the administration and staff 
are carrying on a very difficult task 
and it is fair to mention that the 
great mass of work which is their 
responsibility end the varied human 
elements to come under their care 
will from time to time introduce 
some misunderstandings, and fur- 
ther taking into account regulations 
periodically introduced by the prov- 
incial authorities, the number of 
complaints presented to the com- 
mittee speaks well for the adminis- 
tration and we feel justified in ex- 
onerating Mr. McKee and the ad- 
ministration from any of the charges 
laid against them.” 

The twe aldermen also deal in 
their report with a charge made 
by the Unemployed Married 

Men's Association that R. Vipond, 
a relief recipient, died c{ter doing 
relief work. They state: “Relat- 
ing to the Vipond case, we desire 
to state that on all the evidence 
on record and presented, that a

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CANADA’S FIRE RECORD 
On the average, three hundred persons 
are burned to death in Canada every year. 
The annual destruction of insurable pro- 
perty amounts to $45,000,000. The timber 


burned in our forest areas probably runs 
to as large a value. 

Eighty per cent of the fires are caused 
by ignorance, neglect or incendiarism. 
Working out the per centage, 240 persons 
are burned, and $36,000,000 worth of in- 
surable property destroyed each year by 
carelessness, stupidity and design. 

This is fire-prevention week, when the 
national Government is urging upon pri- 
vate citizens and public bodies to give at- 
tention to means to cut down this annual 
destruction of life and property. The fig- 
ures seem to supply all the argument that 
intelligent people can require on the sub- 
ject. If they do not shock us into prevent- 
ive action it is doubtful if any amount of 
official admonition can check the horrible 
wastage of life and property. 

Edmonton people can visualize the 
meaning of these figures if they reflect 
that one year’s property loss in Canada 
from fire would pay off the entire debt 
of the city. Four years’ losses would pay 
the debt of the province of Alberta. 


WINTER IS APPROACHING 

For about a month a special committee 
of the city council has been holding court 
for the receipt of complaints in regard to 
the administration of “direct relief” in Ed- 
monton. With more than 2,000 families 
on relief, at the average rate of going it 
seems fairly likely the enquiry could be 
continued all winter. Probably there never 
wasa relief arrangement that was ad- 
ministered to the complete and entire sat- 
isfaction of anybody concerned, recipients, 
contributors or officials. 

It may be reasonably assumed that the 
most serious complaints have been made, 
enough at any rate to indicate in what 
respects the arrangements need readjust- 
ing to meet any serious and substantial 
grievances. That being the case, the com- 
mittee is well advised to set a time limit 
for the enquiry, in order that its report 
may be presented and any needed changes 
effected before cold weather arrives and 
the plans for winter relief have to be put 
in operation. 

There should be no such thing as a 
summary “choking off” of legitimate 
complaints: hut winter is not far off, and 
the relief machinery will need to be func-

The one beautiful calm in a more or less war- 
scared world comes from Japan. Japan has broken 
from the League of Nations, has shelled Shanghai, 
overrun Manchuria and seized it as Japanese terri- 
tory, commenced to fortify the Marshall and Caro- 
line groups, embarked on a naval program, en- 
larged its air fleets, held sham battles against an 
imaginary fleet from Hawaii, drilled the people of 
Tokio in what to do in the event of air raids, and 
is mow engaged in giving tender sentences to a 
group of military and naval officers who assassinat- 
ed the late Premied of Japan because he was re- 
luctant to make war on United States. 

Yet the new Japanese Minister to the Scan- 
dinavian countries, Hon. Toshio Shiratori, travel- 
ing across Canada, says there is no fear whatever 
of Japan ever going to war with United States. 
Said he, “Japan is as likely to wage war with 
United States as she is to pick a fight with the 
people of Mars.” 

That's comforting. Uncle Sam can cancel the 
arrangements he is making to build 395 more ships 
for is navy after the 5-5-3 arrangement expires. 
Mr. Shiratori, in preparation for his work in the 
Scandinavian countries, has probably been reading 
some of the disavowals that came out of Germany 
in the years immediately before the outbreak of 
war.

case, when you start to work toward happiness 
you will succeed faster than when you merely 
wish for it. 

Many people regard happiness as a sort of 


lucky break. They figure that when their ships 
come in, they will be happy. But in the mean- 
time they don’t start any ships out. This is a 
mistaken idea, for you will find that happiness 
doesn't just happen—you must win it. There are 
rules to follow in making yourself over into a 
happy, likeable person, and if you follow the rules 
patiently, happiness is bound to come to you. Once 
you learn the whole set of rules and how to prac- 
tice them each day, happiness will be yours so 
abundantly that nothing can keep it away from 
you. Learning to be happy is just as real as 
learning to swim—once you know how it becomes 
easy. ‘ 

Miss P&kford’s article deals with the part play- 
ed by our minds in building happiness, which is 
a very important part, because happiness is large- 
ly a mental state. She says: “The life of every 
man is a continual process of thought. Why not 
begin by choosing to think good instead of evil, 
prosperity instead of poverty, health instead of 
sickness, happiness instead of misery? Why not 
start right now expecting good health and plenty?” 

Some people are unhappy because they won't 
let themselves be happy. It is about as though 
they walked into a store where they could have 
a thousand dollar present and took only a five- 
cent knick-knack. Why should you be content 
with little happiness when you could have a great 
deal? You should place in your mind a picture of 
yourself enjoying abundant happiness. Hold to 
this image and claim happiness as something that 
belongs to you. Then expect it. Expect those 
good things to come your way which help to make 
you happy. It may be helpful to repeat to yourself 
“I have a right to be happy. All of the things I 
need to make me happy are coming to me.” 

The next thing to do is to make a habit of 
those mental pictures which build happiness. I 
have been teaching people how to be happy as 
well as healthy for many years, and the best way I 
have found for them to get hold of the idea of 
happiness is like this: always keep in mind the 
right kind of mental moving pictures. Each ex- 
perience you have had is stored away in your 
memory as a kind of a moving picture. You are 
able to take these out and look them over. : When 
you find yourself going over a past scene which 
is disagreeable, immediately switch the picture and 
find a better one. By this simple trick you can 
change mental pictures of sickness to those of 
health, those of poverty into ones of plenty. Hold- 
ing fast to the right kind of mental moving pic- 
tures is a good way to gain happiness. 

When you start picturing the future, be sure 
to picture yourself as strong and healthy, see your- 
self as learning more, developing into a more 
worth-while person, as surrounded with plenty on 
every side. In this way you learn to expect good 
things to come to you. By expecting them and 
building that attitude of mind where you are 
confident they will come to you will find things 
beginning to work out right for you. 

In addition to striving for happiness for your- 
self, you should do everything possible to give 
happiness to others. Do the little acts of kind- 
ness, as well as the big ones. Aiding others to be 
happy is a good way to find out that the best time 
for you to be happy is right now.

A “BARGAIN DAY” IN 
OLD QUEBEC 

On this date, in 1730, there was 
in progress the first big auction 
sale in Canadian history. Dupuys, 
who had been intendant had 
stolen all he could lay his hands 
on, and had, by his disinclination 
to pay his debts, incurred the dis- 
pleasure of both church and state, 
this resulting in his weturn to 
France, but his personal property 
was left. A decree went forth 
seizing the effects; on a Friday 
morning the town crier announc- 


, ed in stentorian tones through the 
' streets that the effects of the late 


intendant would be sold by auc- 
tion at 2 o'clock in the afternoon 


| at the king's stores. 


What a commotion there was 
in Quebec! Those who had been 
guests of Dupuys made up their 
minds to secure some of the ob- 
jects d'art, which had excited their 
envy; those without the social 
entree determined to, at least, see 
the wond-rful furnishings, ‘and, 
perchance, buy some of them. It 
was an opportunity that no one 
could miss. Consequently the 
auctioneer had a large audience. 
According to Hocquart (as re- 
called by Doughty) the auction- 
eer knew his business; he started 
off with pots and pans, reserving 
the mirrors and other furnishings 
until later. Fancy prices were 
paid for copper cooking utensils; 
shovels sold cheaply, but the silver 
brought high prices. Two bowls, 
for instance, worth 160 livres, 
brought 219. An elaborate bed- 
stead with damask hangings was 
sold for 800, while five pieces of 
tapestry from France netted 
3,060 

On the second day the bidding 
was keen. Several! silver sets were 
sold at extravagant prices, most- 
ly to people who had sat at the 
intendant’s banquet table, but one 
historian notes the lack of knives,

Apart from its natura! advant- 
ages, Gaspe Bay was a suitable 
place for the assembling of Can- 
ada’s armada, It was historic 
water. The first naval battle 
fought in North America took 
place there, when, in 1628 a fleet 
of cighteen vessels arrived from 
France. A sharp battle took place 
in Gaspe Bay, when three British 
ships, vastly superior in size and 
armament, captured or caused 
the destruction of all the French 
vessels In 1629 the English 
vessels arrived at Quebec, Cham- 
plain was forced by circumstan- 
ces to yield, and for three years 
the English flag was to wave over 
Quebec. 

In 1690 thirty odd English 
ships, badly manned and equip- 
ped, made a futile attempt to 
capture the ancient capital of 
Canada. In 1759 a powerful Brit- 
ish fleet bore Wolfe and his army 
and French rule came to an end, 

In all this Gaspe Bay played 
a big part, but in 1914 Gaspe saw 
the gathering of another armada 
in which a sturdy army contain- 
ing both British and French vol- 
unteers, who were, for more than 
four years, to’ fight side by side 
and aid in saving France, the

But Gas Co. Consideting 


Question of Existing 
Schedule

tion. “The company, however, has 
been seriously considering the ques- 
tion of the existing structure of the 
rates’ schedule, pointing out that 
the tendency in other gas-served 
centres is towards providing for ¢ 
schedule on a more equitable basis,” 
commissioners stated in their re- 
port. 

Since negotiations between the 
city and the company with regard 
to the revision of rates have 
been concluded, council received 
this information as a progress re- 
port and the matter was tabled for 
the time being without much dic- 
ussion 


SUBSTANTIAL BENEFITS 
Giving its own side of the ques- 
tion, the gas company reported that 
it had worked out 
would give a differential between 
the users of gas fo: convenience 
only and those who employ gas for 
“It would confer very 
substantia! benefits on this latter 
class and remove the unjust dis- 
crimination which now exists as 
between consumer and consumer,” 
the communication states 
Objecting to any reduction in 
rates on the basis of the present 
volume of consumption, North- 
western Utilities Ltd, the gas com- 
pany, points out that capital in- 
debtedness and the annual charges 
accruing thereon are two reasons 
for such a stand 
“It has been pointed out to the 
company by your commissioners 
that with the present prices of coal 
it would appear reasonable to ex- 
pect that the gas company in its 
own interest would be prepared to 
take steps towards meeting com- 
petition by a reduction in the rates 
for gas,” council was informed 
A report submitted by H. R. 
Milner, K.C., president of the com-

LIGHTEN THE BILLS 
“During the last few months we 
have been carefully considering 


making some adjustment in our 
| rates which would lighten the bills 
of those who heat with natural gas. 


It has appeared to us to be desirable 
and in the interests of the consum- 
ers to so adjust the schedule of rates 
that those who use gas for all pur- 
poses should have the benefit of a 
while those who make 
use of it to a limited extent only | 
their just share of the 
company's expensess which at the 
present time they do not do, In- 
deed, this latter class as a rule re 
| ceive gas at less than cost 

In the power industry the prac- 
lice is to collect from those who| 
use electricity only for lighting, a 
rate sufficiently high to somewhat 
more than cover the cost of service, 
and then to give a special rate to 
those who use it not only for light- 
ing but also for other practical pur- 
poses. In Edmonton this differen- 
Ual is well established 

“Assuming that the same aggre- 
fate quantities of #as were con- 
sumed under that schedule (the new 
worked out by the com- 
pany?) as under the existing one, the 
company would suffer a very con- 
| siderable loss of revenue; 
words, it would give to our con- 
sumers, as a whole, a substantial 
reduction in rates,

At present, and indeed for 
some time past, as you have no

RELIEF SYSTEM 
IS SCORED BY 
CATHOLIC WOMEN 


Concluding that the present sys- 
tem of relief is, “Not only inade- 
quate, but is wasteful of the tax- 
Payers money,” members of the 
Catholic Women’s League drew up 
a resolution, the effect of which will 
reach the federal government, at 
their regular monthly meeting held 
on Tuesday afternoon in Rosary 
Hall The resolution presented 
reads as follows: “Be it resolved 
that the Edmonton Senior Subdivi- 
sion of the Catholic Women’s 
League go on record as being in 
favor of pressure of public opinion 
being brought to bear upon the 
federal government so that an ade- 
quate program of useful public 
works may be inaugurated at once, 
to at least temporarily relieve un- 
employment.” It is also suggested 
that the program of public works 
should be financed in such a way 
as to conclude payment before their 
term of usefulness is over 

In the event of war. it is remark- 
ed, there would be immense sums 
of money raised, so why not utilize 
money for the progress and _ pros- 
perity of peace? It is felt that un- 
der the present relief system th 
manhood of the country is degener- 
ating. and the first duty of the gov- 
ernment is to save this situation 

Mrs. J. J. Duggan presided at the 
meeting. and the report of the So- 
cial Welfare committee was pre- 
sented. Attention was given to 56 
needy cases, with 385 articles of 
clothing, including the distribution 
of four layettes, blankets and sun-

Speaking in a calm, clear voice 
which penetrated to every corner | 
of the hushed court room, Charles 
Powlett, Calgary barrister and 
father of Charles John Powlett, the 
boy who is now in an eastern in-| 
stitution as a result of his ordeal 
at the opening of the 1932 fall term 
added to the story of how his son 
had been dragged naked up and 
down a corridor, douched in cold 
water, subjected to a mock trial, 
and had had a sign hung on his 
door which notified sophomores 
that the boy was fair game for 
every form of humiliation and 
persecution. 


. 

SAID DOCTORS LAUGHED 

Mr. Powlett electrified the court 
with a description of an interview 
between himself and Dr. Egerton 
Pope, of Alberta, at which witness 
said that Dr. Pope laughed and took 
the initiation ceremony lightly. 


“I said to him that I thanked 
God I was not such a cur as to! 
laugh at a situation of this sort,” 


coldly and dispassionately stated 
the witness. “And I said to him that 
as far as I knew the law, while 
death had to come to us all at some 
time, the penalty for accelerating 
death was hanging, and so I would 
leave his office before I was tempt- 
ed to accelerate his death.”

BYLAW CALLS FOR | 
BIG ALTERATIONS 


An amendment to the city fire 
bylaws passed recently, drawn up 
to reduce the danger of fire, will 
cause building alterations on a 
large scale, according to Fire Chief 
Albert Dutton.

Forward Passing 
Is New Rule For 


Amateur Hockey 


Play Is Similar to That 


Adopted by National 


Hockel League Ranks 


TORONTO, Oct. 11.—The forward 
pass arrives in amateur hockey next 
sé€ason with its accompanying 
“power plays’ or whatever you 
prefer to call net-ganging attacks. 
The Canadian Amateur Hockey

Forward passing is permitted in 
any one of the three zones, as in 
the National Hockey League, but 
as in the major circuit the puck- 
carrier must be the first attacker 
to enter a zone. The puck may be 
kicked in any zone but not into the 
goal. 

RULES NEAR SAME 

The innovation to the amateur 
code brings professional and ama- 
‘teur hockey to virtually the same 
standards as far as rules are con- 
cerned. The simon-pures will not 
be able to bodycheck so freely, 
however, in the attacking zone. 
Defending players in their goal zone 
may bodycheck only the oncoming 
puck-carrier. 

Here is how the C.A.H.A. rules 
committee describes development of 
the new play: 

“Starting in the defending zone, 
the puck may be passed or kicked 
forward and taken inside the first 
blue line by any defending player. 

“However, 
passed or kicked over the blue line 
any defending player who was in 
the defending zone when the puck 
crossed the blue line may skate up 
into the centre zozne and play the 
puck.

The Soviet apologists aver that a 
new Jewish life, on a proletarian 
basis, will eventually grow up in 
the territories set aside for Jewish 
colonization here in the Ukraine, 
in White Russia, Crimea and in 
Biro-Bidjan, The truth is that the 
average young Jew feels no attrac- 
tion to go to these places. He has 
thrown himself head foremost into 
the new socialist life and believe 
that he has found a much wider 
scope for his creative ability than 
would be possible in colonics com- 
posed exclusively of his own racial 
group.
